THE S ITU ATI ON IN KNtiLANIt. 


The Englieli board of tratJo hold ita 


annual mooting recently. 
A tided im- 


portance attauhud to its notion by later 
news in regard to the distressing con- 
dition of labor in that country. The 
president, in hie addroBF, admitted the 
depression in bueiiicss in that country, 
and attributed it largely to tbo Ameri- 
can tar ill. 
No 
doubt the American 


tariff has nmch to do with the depres- 
sion in buBmeea there, but it ia not re- 
sponsible 
for 
every thing. American 


people are not crattted because of tho 
depression in trade on that Bide of the 
Atlantic. They would much rather that 
the people and tradesmen were prosper- 
ous. But we are compelled to Icnk out 
for our own interests rather thnn those 
of England or any other country. Eng- 
land lookfl out for itself, BO doae France 
and Germany, and Austria and RUBBID. 
They would cot dot an "i" or crosa a 'V 
in measures to bene0tthe United States. 
With this ad mission let us proceed to 
business. 


The president of that board, in under- 


taking to underrate the American tariff, 
eaid that wages in this country had been 
increased only 1 per cent., while tbe 
price of cereals bad been increased IS 
percent. In regard to wages be wan 
mistaken. Our Democratic opponents 
tried to show that wages bad not been 
increased at all, and that the price of 
goods 
had 
been 
increased 
so 


that 1 the 
tariff was 
a £t« 
apon 


conBnmers, while wage-earners were not 
banetUtad by ft. But tbe reports made 
by Democratic statisticians in New York 
and otbsr atatda show that under the 
^IcKinley tariff wage-earners were im- 
proved in condition, that wages had 
been increased, that tlmlr naruiaRB, as 
shown by deposits in savings banks, bad 
latgely increased, and that they were 
prosperous about in proportion as man- 
ufacturers are prosperous. These facta 
answer the whole question, and show 
that the president of tbe English board 
of trade was mistaken in his statement 
as to the increase of wagee of working- 
men in this country. 


With reference to the advance in price 


of cereals, the president of that board 
ta.Kefl exclusively 
from an English 


standpoint and in. ignorance of the con- 
dition of affairs in the United States. 
When tbe price of breadatuffa and of 
meats increases in England, it is well 
knov?B there what that means, because 
tbey import their surplus supplies from 
other countries, and tbe advance in 
values doea not etay in En eland, but 
goes oat to other countries. Our Demo- 
cratic opponents have been endeavoring 
to convinca the fanners of this country 
that tbey are seriously depressed by tbe 
McKinley tariff in that it doeB not benefit 
them in any way, while it injures them 
by compelling an increased price for the 
goods they conenme, that is, shop goods 
and agricultnral implements. The presi- 
dent of the English Board of trade says 
that cereals have increased in value IS 
per cent. We ere not prepared to admit 
that. But the farmers of jthie country

Albert Lee, a taiich hand, was mu: 


dored by a foot pad or loot pads earl 
yesterday morning. Hia lifeleaa bod 
was fouud at 6.30 o'clock by the drive 
of a butcher wagon on L street, abou 
tliirty^feet south of Mono. 


Tho driver was making Liu UBUI 


morning delivery when ho espied tb 
man lying in tho street. He called 1 
him, but receiving no answer jutnpo 
from the wagon and walked up to th 
body. A glance was sufficient to to 
him that tho man was dead. The drive 
aroused a few neighbors to watch th 
body and then iiotiGed Deputy Corone 
Stephens. 


Mr. Stephens bad the man taken t 


the morgue, and then searched the 
mediate vicinity ol the place where th 
body waa found for clues that might in 
dicate how he came to his death. Le 
had only one wound and that was on th 
face, extending from tho jawbone ou th 
right side of tbe face, and about an lEu, 
from the corner of the mouth upward t 
where tbe nose joina Mio forehead. 


Severn! persona who bad seen th 


body were inclined to think the man hat 
been run over, wagon tracks being founc 
near him, but Mr. Stephens was of a 
different opinion and prosecuted his 
search for two hours. Finally ho found 
a piece of flooring on the edge of the va 
cant lot, corner of Mono and L streets 
and about 150 feet west from Leo's body 
The piece of wood was bloody on the 
edge where the tonguo is and particles o 
skin also adhered to tbe wood. Tl 
finding of the piece of flooring, together 
with the peculiar appearance of the 
wound, convinced the deputy coroner 
that a murder had been committed. No 
other clewa were to bo found and Mr. 
Stephens gave np hie search. 


The piece of wood which served the 


murderer aa a weapon 13 of tho kind 
used for flooring, having a groove on ont 
edge and a tongue on the other. It is 
forty-one inches long and four inches 
wide. Pmtinnp of two mils are in the 
stick and the authorities cnme to the 
conclusion it hud been torn from some 
fence. 


A more thorough search by officers ._ 


the neighborhood of the scene of tho 
murder proved this to be the case, for it 
wae discovered that tbe stick bad been 


from the L street portion of a 


teuce unclosing the dwelling of Mrs. 
Volkner, a dresmaker living on ths cor- 
ner of Invoand L streets. Tho portions 
of the naile left in the rail fitted the por- 
tions in tho picket. The rupture was 
fresh and tho picket waa no doubt torn 
from tho fonce a few mlnutea before the 
murder. 


Tho wound that had been inflicted 


with it 
was a terrible one. 
Lee'e 


right 
cheek bono was crushed and 


tho bridge ol Iha uoae broken. Thj 
welt baa three furrowa, tho middle fur- 
row being the deepest. This waecaused 
by tho tongue of tho picket. Judging 
from the unwieldineBS of tlie piece of 
wood nnd the nature of the wound tho 
murderer must have used both hands in 
wielding tbe weapon. 


Another evidence of foul play waa the 


condition of Loo's trouaers, tho right 
pocket of which had been completely 
turned out. This was done probably 
after Lee fell. Tho terrific blow must 
havo felled him liko an ox that is being 
slaughtered utid he Bank to the ground 
whom ho stood without a struggle. His 
left leg wae quite straight, but hia right 
wae doubled up under him, which posi- 
tion made it harder to get at his pocket. 
His afiBflilant, probably desiring to lose 
no time, caught hold of the pocket and 
tore it open, in fact, he ripped tho man's 
trousers almost hall way down the leg. 
All that could be found on hia person 
upon being anarcbod at tbu morgue WAS 
was a razor enclosed in a case, on which 
the initiala H.M. had been acratched, a 
pair of eye glasses and a pipe. 


Whether tho blow itself caused Lee's 


death or whether ho was choked to 
death by the blood while lying uncon- 
scious and helpless, ia not yot certain. 
The blow seems to have been severe 
enough to have mtUBod couciiBalon of tbo 
brain. At Lee'e feet Jay an unsmoked 
cigar. Tho end which ie usually lighted 
was damp and had been elightly chewed, 
from which factsome infer he muattuivu 
boon somewhat under tho influence of 
liquor, o; he would not bava put the 
wrorm uiid in his muuth.
